of tho party in power. The Democrats 
defended their tariff hill, asset ting that 
unlocked for and extraordinary condi- 
tions In Europe caused tho falllu^ off 
In rovxjuuos and that previous Repub- 
lican legislation mode large approprla- 
tlous by the present congress noces- 
uary. 


Billn Which Go Over. 


There ate quite a number ot Impor- 


tant bills pumUnq which have been 
passed by tho house, hot have- not been 
considered by the senate. In addition 
to tho conservation bills and the rail- 
road bill heretofore mentioned there is 
tho Immigration bill, containing the lit- 
erary tost. This Is considered nn im- 
portant measure ami Dossed tho honse 


last winter. It has been on the senate 
calendar for many months, but has 
never been taken up. It is one of the 
Important bills which, may be passed 
during the short sosslon 


The I'hlllpptuo bill, giving tho FiTlpl- 


iios n larger share In their government 
and promising more in the future, 
which recently passed the house is not 
likely to pass the senate next session, 
OH it will bo debated at length and 
meet with more determined opposition 
than Iu the house. 


Tho La Follette sonioan's bill is one 


measure which passed the senate and 
has boon hnng up in the house for a 
long time. 
It hns been materially 


amended iu committee and in going 
over to tho short session Is likely to 
foil. 


The rural credits bill has been prom- 


ised consideration during the short ses- 
sion, but as It has not been reported 
from any committee nor received con- 
sideration la either house It Is not 
likely to bo passed next winter. 


Tho house passed n bill regalatlnsr 


railway mail p.iy, but It has not been 
reported from tho senate committee 
An effort will be luade to have it con- 
sidered when the senate meets In D&- 
cember. 


Little Chanoo For Good Roads Bill. 
The good roads bill appropriating 


$25,000,000 annually for roads throagh- 
out the country was amended by the 
senate committee to provide for the Is- 
suing of $i"00,OUO,000 bauds to raise that 
amount of money to be expended in a 
period of llvo yeais, the states using 
tho money to deposit their securities for 
the repayment of the principal and In- 
toreit Iu tho next llfty years. That 
bill is also HUely to bo lost. 


Ov.lng to the shott time that con- 


gress will be In session before the term 
expires by limitation on March 4, 1015, 
It will bo almost Impossible to pass 
any measure which Is vigorously con- 
tested and which may load to a (ll'bns- 
tcr 
Tbis Is particularly tnie if an ef- 


fort is made to pass all the appropria- 
tion bills in order to pievent an extra 
session of the Sixty-fourth cougrvtss.

An'Animal With Seven Namea. 


A notable curiosity of animal life te> 


be found in Queensland Is the duet 
mole, or ornithorbyncbus, called also 
duckbill platypus, rnallansong, mollln- 
gong, tambreed and \vater mole. Its 
multiplicity of names is no doubt due 
to the fact that it presented such a di- 
versity of featnres that It was difficult 
to classify It. In the Qrst place, it is 
an aquatic mammal—that Is, it snckles 
its young lilce the whale and the du- 
gong. It has the fur of the beaver, the 
bill of a duck nnd webbed feet, but the 
most remarkable thing about it is that 
It lays eggs like a bird or reptile. For 
a long time it was not definitely ascer- 
tained whether it was oviparous or 
viviparous, and Interminable 
argu- 


ments arose on this point between tho 
bush naturalists of Australia. It was a 
most difficult point upon which to ob- 
tain accurate Information on account 
of the bhy habits of the animal, but 
close research In tlie rivers, crocks and 
lagoons of north Queensland has es- 
tablished the fact that this curious ani- 
mal is oviparous. It belongs to the faub- 
clasa monotrernutu.
